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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT  2:00  P.  M.  (EWT) 

AS  OF  JULY  1,1943 

The  quantities  of  perishable  food  commodities  held  in  cold  storage  warehouses 
and  meat  packing  plants  reporting  to  the  War  Food  Administration  as  of  July  1,  1943 
are  indicated  in  the  accompanying  tables. 

All  items  in  cold  storage  with  the  exception  of  frozen  and  cured  beef,  pork 
and  frozen  lamb  and  mutton  showed  substantial  increases  from  a month  earlier. 

The  into-storage  movement  of  creamery  butter,  cheese,  frozen  eggs,  frozen 
trimmings  and  offal  and  land  during  June  were  significantly  heavier  than  normal  for 
the  period. 

Accumulations  of  frozen  fruit  holdings  were  less  than  one  third  of  average  for 
June  and  frozen  vegetables  slightly  above  those  of  a year  ago. 

July  1 stocks  of  frozen  vegetables,  creamery  butter,  shell  and  frozen  eggs  and 
lamb  and  mutton  were  well  above  those  of  a year  earlier  and  the  1938-42,  5-year 
average.  Conversely  frozen  fruits,  cheese,  frozen  poultry,  and  frozen  and  cured 
pork  were  below  those  of  a year  ago  and  the  average.  However,  in  the  case  of 
fruits,  stocks  were  below  the  average  also;  but  lamb  and  mutton  and  trimmings  were 
above  average.  Lard  stocks  were  above  those  of  a year  ago,  but  below  the  average. 

Space  occupancy  of  public  refrigerated  warehouses  on  July  1,  showed  a sharp 
increase  over  a month  earlier.  Cooler  occupancy  was  indicated  at  75  percent  of 
capacity  and  freezer  at  76  percent,  which  compares  with  68  and  67  percent  respec- 
tively for  June  1,  1943.  This  situation  seems  to  follow  the  seasonal  pattern  and 
is  generally  consistent  for  the  whole  country.

Frozen  and  preserved  fruits  held  in  cold  storages  in  the  United  States  on 
July  1,  1943  totaled  106,656,000  pounds.  This  quantity  is  22.7  million  pounds  less 
than  that  on* hand  on  July  1;  1942  and  18.4  million  pounds  less  than  the  July  1 aver- 
age for  the  ’5'  years  1938-42.  ' The  net  quantity  going  into  storage  during  June  was 
10.1  million' pounds  which  compares  with  22.8  million  during  June  1942  and  a 5-year 
average  of  34.2  million  pounds.  • 


Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  reported  as  73,207,000  pounds  which  is  7.8  mil- 
lion pounds  greater  than  that  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  20.6  million  pounds  above 
average.  The  net  accumulation  during  June  1943  was  16.5  million  pounds  compared 
with  15.8  million  pounds  during  the  same  period  of  1942.
